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PETITION UNDER 37 C.F.R, 1.47(a) IN LIEU OF INVENTORS 9 SIGNATURES 

The present application includes eight inventors: Michael Georg Pauliks, Michael 

Lee Bundy, Thomas Robert Ervolina, Darrell Lavern Harrod, James Kanuch, Amanda 

Kotecki, Grant Lindsey Mackay, and Sarah Elizabeth Santo. Applicant's attorneys 

electronically mailed a Declaration under 37 C.F.R. 1.131 to the electronic mailing 

addresses of each of the above-identified inventors, with the exception of Michael Georg 

Pauliks, for which an electronic mailing address could not be determined. Applicants' 

attorneys were informed that Mr. Pauliks had left the employment of his co-inventors 

several years ago and his subsequent whereabouts were unknown.

(3) results of a Web search for a telephone number in the white pages of a 
search engine operated by Netscape; 

(4) results of a Web search for an electronic mailing address in an email 
database operated by Yahoo; 

(5) results of a Web search for a telephone number in the white pages of a 
search engine operated by Yahoo; 

(6) results of a Web search for a business telephone in the yellow pages of 
a database operated by w ww . yello wpages . sup erpages . com ; and 

(7) results of a Web search for the name, Michael Pauliks, conducted via a 
search engine operated by Lycos.com. 

Using the methods described in paragraphs 1-7 above, the current employment 
status or current residence of Michael Georg Pauliks was unable to be determined.
